Financial problems

City Water Superintendent Brandon 
Bailey also announced during a depart- 
mental report that no violations were 
recorded during the course of water test- 
ing for 2008. 

Before adjournment, council mem- 
bers Jim Rupe, John May, Alton Pelfrey, 
Mark Walter, Belinda Jordan and Vickie 
Henley, who were reelected in Novem- 
ber, were sworn in by Mayor Nickell, 
who administered oaths of office for the 



Kentucky utility regulators made an 
accounting move last week to help East 
Kentucky Power Cooperative stave off 
some of its creditors and ordered a man- 
agement audit, saying the co-op’s “wors- 
ening financial problems raise questions 
about its continued viability.” The co- 
op has suffered setbacks recently in an 
air-pollution case and a failed attempt 
to expand its territory. 

East Kentucky Power, which gener- 
ates and trasmits electricity, is owned by 
16 rural co-ops that distribute power to 
more than half a million consumer- 
members. Each of the co-ops has one 
director on the East Kentucky Power 
board. The state Public Service Commis- 
sion said those directors have a conflict 
of interest because “They must balance 
East Kentucky Power’s need for revenue 
with the desire for low electricity rates 
for its customers . . . The customers’ 
desire for low rates can hurt the long- 
term health of the company.” 

To buy time for the utility, the PSC 
allowed East Kentucky Power to shift 
$12.3 million — money it spent buying 
electricity during unexpected shutdowns 
of its own power plants — from its 2008 
operating budget to a separate account. 
Now that expense can be spread out over 
a longer period of time and paid for in 
part by revenue from a rate increase for 
the utility, probably coming in late 2009. 

If that expense had not been deferred, 
East Kentucky Power might have been 
unable to get new loans or have had to 
pay higher interest rates. 

The decision will keep “creditors at 
bay for at least one more year,” Pubic 
Service Commission member John Clay 
told Lexington Herald-Leader reporter 
Jim Jordan, “but (it) will not resolve the 



underlying financial problems” and 
could “create a disincentive for needed 
reform.” 

The management audit ordered by the 
Public Service Commission will be done 
by a consultant picked by the PSC and 
paid for by the utility. 

The auditor’s focus would be East 
Kentucky Power’s board of directors, 
which is made up of representatives of 
the 16 distribution cooperatives, includ- 
ing Licking Valley RECC in West Lib- 
erty, that own the not-for-profit utility. 

Under the co-op structure, those cus- 
tomers elect the board members, and the 
customers’ desire for low rates can hurt 
the long-term health of the company, the 
PSC said. 

Licking Valley RECC provides elec- 
tricity to residences and businesses in 
Breathitt, Elliott, Lee, Magoffin, 
Menifee, Morgan, Rowan, and Wolfe 
counties. 



“Ultimately, the responsibility for 
(East Kentucky Power’s) viability lies 
firmly within the province of its board 
of directors, who have a fiduciary duty 
to safeguard the financial and opera- 
tional viability of the cooperative,” the 
PSC said. 

While it cannot make management 
decisions for the utility, the PSC also 
said, it cannot “turn a blind eye to a situ- 
ation which does not appear to be get- 
ting better.” 

East Kentucky Power has a 7.8 per- 
cent rate increase pending before the 
PSC that could add about $6 a month to 
residential customers’ bills. The agency 
expects to hold hearings on the request 
this spring. 

The utility received an increase in 
October to pay for environmental 
projects that added about $5 a month to 
the typical residential bill.

Creep feeding fall born calves 




Creep feeding beef calves can 
improve animal performance and 
is especially important in 
Kentucky’s fall-born calving op- 
erations. Creep feeding is simply 
supplementing nursing calves’ 
feed supply without the cows 
also having access to it. 

After a calf is 90 to 120 days 
old, the cow’s milk can only sup- 
ply about half of the nutrients 
needed to maximize growth. The 
other nutrients have to come 
from elsewhere. In fall-calving 
herds, that period of time usually 
occurs in January, February and 
March when very little pasture is 
usually available. Each situation 



is unique but creep feeding gen- 
erally is profitable for fall-born 
calves. 

Getting calves to begin eating 
can sometimes be difficult. One 
way to aid in the process is to 
feed their mothers small amounts 
of ground feed for a few days 
prior to beginning to creep feed. 
The calves will learn to eat with 
their mothers and can soon be 
switched to the creep feeder. 

Creep rations do not have to 
be complex, but they should be 
economical and palatable. If the 
animal will not eat it, then the ra- 
tion is worthless. Wet molasses 
or dry distillers’ grains can be 



used to enhance consumption. It 
is best to crack or grind grains 
when possible. Byproduct feeds 
like soyhulls and com gluten feed 
can also be used. There are also 
commercial creep feeds available 
and some producers may find 
that purchasing these feeds is the 
best method for their operation. 

Keeping calves growing dur- 
ing the winter months can be ac- 
complished with a little extra 
feed. For more information on 
creep feeding calves or other as- 
pects of beef cattle production, 
contact Sarah Fannin, Morgan 
County Extension Agent for Ag- 
riculture and Natural Resources 
at 743-3292.

MOSCOW — For a decade, 
Russian academic Igor Panarin 
has been predicting the U.S. will 
fall apart in 2010. For most of 
that time, he admits, few took his 
argument — that an economic 
and moral collapse will trigger a 
civil war and the eventual 
breakup of the U.S. — very seri- 
ously. Now he’s found an eager 
audience: Russian state media. 

In recent weeks, he’s been in- 
terviewed as much as twice a day 
about his predictions. “It’s a 
record,” says Prof. Panarin. “But 
I think the attention is going to 
grow even stronger.” 

Prof. Panarin, 50 years old, is 
not a fringe figure. A former 
KGB analyst, he is dean of the 
Russian Foreign Ministry’s acad- 
emy for future diplomats. He is 
invited to Kremlin receptions, 
lectures students, publishes 
books, and appears in the media 
as an expert on U.S. -Russia rela- 
tions. 

But it’s his bleak forecast for 
the U.S. that is music to the ears 
of the Kremlin, which in recent 
years has blamed Washington for 
everything from instability in the 
Middle East to the global finan- 
cial crisis. Mr. Panarin ’s views 
also fit neatly with the Kremlin’s 
narrative that Russia is returning 
to its rightful place on the world 
stage after the weakness of the 
1990s, when many feared that the 
country would go economically 
and politically bankrupt and 
break into separate territories. 

A polite and cheerful man 
with a buzz cut, Mr. Panarin in- 
sists he does not dislike Ameri- 
cans. But he warns that the out- 
look for them is dire. 

“There’s a 55-45% chance 
right now that disintegration will 
occur,” he says. “One could re- 
joice in that process,” he adds, 
poker-faced. “But if we’re talk- 
ing reasonably, it’s not the best 
scenario — for Russia.” Though 
Russia would become more pow- 
erful on the global stage, he says, 
its economy would suffer be- 
cause it currently depends 
heavily on the dollar and on trade 
with the U.S. 

Mr. Panarin posits, in brief, 
that mass immigration, economic 
decline, and moral degradation 
will trigger a civil war next fall 
and the collapse of the dollar. 
Around the end of June 2010, or 
early July, he says, the U.S. will 
break into six pieces — with 
Alaska reverting to Russian con- 
trol. 

In addition to increasing cov- 
erage in state media, which are 
tightly controlled by the Krem- 
lin, Mr. Panarin ’s ideas are now 
being widely discussed among 
local experts. He presented his 
theory at a recent roundtable dis- 
cussion at the Foreign Ministry. 
The country’s top international 
relations school has hosted him 
as a keynote speaker. During an 
appearance on the state TV chan- 
nel Rosslya, the station cut be- 
tween his comments and TV 
footage of lines of soup kitchens 
and crowds of homeless people 
in the U.S. The professor has also 
been featured on the Kremlin’s 
English-language propaganda 
channel, Russia Today. 

Mr. Panarin ’s apocalyptic vi- 
sion “reflects a very pronounced 
degree of anti-Americanism in 
Russia today,” says Vladimir 
Posner a prominent TV journal- 
ist in Russia. “It’s much stronger 
than it was in the Soviet Union.” 

Mr. Posner sand other Russian 
commentators and experts on the 
U.S. dismiss Mr. Panarin ’s pre- 
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The response is attributed to BENJAMIN FRANKLIN — at the close 
of the Constitutional Convention of 1787, when queried as he left 
Independence Hall on the final day of deliberation — in the notes of 
Dr. James McHenry, one of Maryland’s delegates to the Convention. 
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dictions. “Crazy ideas are not 
usually discussed by serious 
people,” says Sergei Rogov, di- 
rector of the government-run In- 
stitute for U.S. and Canadian 
Studies, who thinks Mr. Panarin’s 
theories don’t hold water. 

Mr. Panarin’s resume includes 
many years in the Soviet KGB, 
an experience shared by other top 
Russian officials. His office, in 
downtown Moscow, shows his 
national pride, with pennants on 
the wall bearing the emblem of 
the FSB, the KGB’s successor 
agency. It is also full of statuettes 
of eagles; a double-headed eagle 
was the symbol of czarist Rus- 
sia. 

The professor says she began 
his career in the KGB in 1976. 
In post Soviet Russia, he got a 
doctorate in political science, 
studied U.S. economics, and 
worked for FAPSWI, then the 
Russian equivalent of the U.S. 
National Security Agency. He 
says he did strategy forecasts for 
then-President Boris Yeltsin, 
adding that the details are “clas- 
sified.” 

In September 1998, he at- 
tended a conference in Finz, Aus- 
tria, devoted to information war- 



fare, the use of data to get an edge 
over a rival. It was there, in front 
of 400 fellow delegates, that he 
first presented his theory about 
the collapse of the U.S. in 2010. 

“When I pushed the button on 
my computer and the map of the 
United States disintegrated, hun- 
dreds of people cried out in sur- 
prise,” he remembers. He says 
most in the audience were skep- 
tical. “They didn’t believe me.” 

At the end of the presentation, 
he says many delegates asked 
him to autograph copies of the 
map showing a dismembered 
U.S. 

He based the forecast on clas- 
sified data supplied to him by 
FAPSI analysts, he says. He pre- 
dicts that economic, financial and 
demographic trends will provoke 
a political and social crisis in the 
U.S. When the going gets tough, 
he says, wealthier states will 
withhold funds from the federal 
government and effectively se- 
cede from the union. Social un- 
rest up to and including a civil 
war will follow. The U.S. will 
then split along ethnic lines, and 
foreign powers will move in. 

California will for the nucleus 
of what he calls “The Californian 



Republic,” and will be part of 
China or under Chinese influ- 
ence. Texas will be the heart of 
“The Texas Republic,” a cluster 
of states that will to Mexico or 
fall under Mexican influence. 
Washington, D.C., and New York 
will be part of an “ Atlantic 
America” that may join the Eu- 
ropean Union. Canada will grab 
a group of Northern states Prof. 
Panarin calls “The Central North 
American Republic.” Hawaii, he 
suggests, will be a protectorate 
of Japan, or China, and Alaska 
will be subsumed into Russia. 

“It would be reasonable for 
Russia to lay claim to Alaska; it 
was part of the Russian Empire 
for a long time.” A framed satel- 
lite image of the Bering Strait 
that separates Alaska from Rus- 
sia like a thread hangs from his 
office wall. “It’s not there for no 
reason,” he says with a sly grin. 

Interest in his forecast revived 
this fall when he published an 
article in Izvestia, one of Russia’s 
biggest national dailies. In it, he 
reiterated his theory, called U.S. 
foreign debt “a pyramid 
scheme,” and predicted China 
and Russia would usurp 
Washington’s role as a global fi- 
nancial regulator. 

Americans hope President- 
elect Barack Obama “can work 
miracles,” he wrote. “But when 
spring comes, it will be clear that 
there are no miracles.” 

The article prompted a ques- 
tion about the White House’s re- 
action to Prof. Panarin’s forecast 
at a December news conference. 
“I’ll have to decline to com- 
ment,” spokeswoman Dana 
Perino said amid much laughter. 

For Prof. Panarin, Ms. 
Perino’s response was signifi- 
cant. “The way the answer was 
phrased was an indication that 
my views are being listened to 
very carefully,” he says. 

The professor says he’s con- 
vinced that people are taking his 
theory more seriously. People 
like him have forecast similar 
cataclysms before, he says, and 
been right. He cites French po- 
litical scientist Emmanuel Todd. 
Mr. Todd is famous for having 
rightly forecast the demise of the 
Soviet Union — 15 years before- 
hand. “When he forecast the col- 
lapse of the Soviet Union in 
1976, people laughed at him,” 
says Prof. Panarin.

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MUZZLELOADING. In the 
previous sketch, we looked at 
muzzleloaders, firearms that are 
loaded at the muzzle end of the 
barrel (as opposed to 
breechloaders, which are loaded 
from behind the barrel. The 
muzzleloading process was slow 
and somewhat dangerous. 

The old muzzleloaders used 
black powder. (Today’s smoke- 
less powders would cause such 
high pressure that the blast could 
rupture the low carbon steel with 
which the old firearms were 
made.) The powder was typically 
kept in a powderhorn or powder 
flask, and a separate measurer 
was used to pour a certain 
amount of powder down the bar- 
rel. 

(Pouring directly from the 
powderhorn was dangerous 
since, in rapid firing, a spark 
could still be in the barrel that 
could set off the entire supply!) 

The frontiersman also carried 
a supply of greased cloth or 
buckskin patches, lead bullets 
and extra flints. After the pow- 
der was poured into the barrel, a 
patch was centered over the 
muzzle, a bullet placed on top 
and a short ramming device was 
used to start the ball down the

barrel; then the ramrod was used 
to push it the rest of the way. 
(Here too was danger: if the bul- 
let was not seated tightly, it acted 
instead as an obstruction in the 
barrel - possibly causing the bar- 
rel to rupture.) 

Finally, more powder was 
placed int he pan, and the rifle 
was ready to be cocked and fired. 



A pull of the trigger and the 
hammer’s clasped flint would 
strike the steel face or frizzen, 
thus creating a shower of sparks. 
This caused a flash in the pan that 
in turn - through an opening 
called the touch hole - detonated 
the charge of powder in the rifle 
barrel, and the bullet was fired. 

Yes, the process was slow and 
indeed dangerous - but usually 
more so to target the firearm was 
aimed at! 

By about 1820, the percussion 
cap was invented, and the “cap- 
and-ball” muzzleloading rifle 
came to the fore, often with flint- 
locks being converted to the new 
type of firearm. By 1850, how- 
ever, the American military went 
over to breech-loading, car- 
tridge-firing rifles. The era of 
muzzleloaders was at an end.

The strongest point of 
Branam’s insightful essay is ex- 
pressed after the writer divulges 
the school’s location — a pov- 
erty- stricken area of Eastern 
Kentucky, a judge said. “Rather 
than complain about the lack of 
opportunities afforded to students 
in this district, the writer points 
out that such an environment 
molds students into humble hu- 
man beings. Humility is what 
makes the students grateful for 
their education ... in a nation 
where too many students do not 
appreciate the learning opportu- 
nities being offered them,” said 
the judge.

Protecting livestock from cold weather 



Providing sufficient water, 
ample high-quality feed and 
weather protection are the three 
most important things you can do 
to protect livestock from cold 
stresses this winter. Cold stress 
reduces livestock productivity 
including rate of gain, milk pro- 
duction and reproductive diffi- 
culty and can cause disease prob- 
lems. 

Pay special attention to very 
young and very old animals that 
might be less able to tolerate tem- 
perature extremes and have weak 
immune systems. Also monitor 
heifers and cows as calving time 
approaches. They have a high risk 
of frostbite because the swelling 
of the udder and teats causes poor 
circulation. 

Dehydration and hypothermia 
are the two most likely livestock 
life-threatening conditions for 
livestock in cold weather. Ani- 
mals usually tend to drink less 
water in severely cold conditions, 
increasing the risk of dehydration. 
Many animals, especially young 
ones, might not know how or be 
able to break through ice to reach 
water. In addition, livestock need 
water to aid digestion, which pro- 
duces heat when fiber breaks 
down. 

Water ranging from 40 to 65 
degrees Fahrenheit is the most 
ideal temperature to ensure ad- 
equate livestock intake under cold 
conditions. 

The amount of water needed 
daily varies based on the tempera- 
ture and animals’ size, lactation 
and feed intake. Generally, horses 
will need eight to 12 gallons of 
water per day; cows, seven to 12 
gallons, and sheep and goats, one 
to four gallons. 

Necropsies (autopsies) have 
shown that dehydration, not cold, 
often causes livestock deaths dur-

ing the winter and early spring. 

Before severely cold weather 
arrives, haul extra feed to the 
feeding area. It’s important to 
provide extra hay, forage or feed 
because livestock might need up 
to twice as many calories to main- 
tain normal body heat under ex- 
tremely cold conditions. 

Livestock produce body heat 
through fiber (hay) digestion, 
which produces heat while releas- 
ing energy. Good quality grass 
hay or alfalfa is the best source 
of total digestible nutrients for 
cold weather. Feeding some con- 
centrates/grains also provides 
energy to maintain body tempera- 
ture. As a general rule, it is best 
to feed high quality hay (free 
choice) during very cold tempera- 
tures than large amounts of grain. 

Finally, it’s important to pro- 
vide some sort of protection for 
livestock because wet conditions 
and wind chill add to animal cold 
stress. Cattle producers in one 
state reported that calving success 
increased by an average two per- 
cent when cows were protected 
by a windbreak. 

Shelters or windbreaks pro- 
vide protection for livestock, es- 
pecially young animals. Reduc- 
ing the winter wind speed lowers 
animal stress, improves animal 
health, reduces the amount of 
feed needed to maintain body 
temperature, increases feeding 
efficiency and increases profit- 
ability. A shelter should be de- 
signed to meet needs of the spe- 
cific livestock operation. 

Using a three-sided shed open- 
ing away from prevailing winds 
(northwest) is a good way to pro- 
tect livestock from the cold and 
wind. Be sure to allow enough 
room for livestock to enter the 
facility and to be protected from 
the wind. Also provide clean, dry 
bedding to provide insulation 
from the cold ground. 

If you keep animals in a barn, 
be sure to reduce drafts inside. A 
low temperature isn’t so cold 
when the wind speed is lower.

Mikie Fyffe and Cameron 
Dunn hit clutch fourth quarter 
baskets as Morgan County came 
from behind to beat the 
Blackburn Vikings (an Australian 
National Team, 52-48. 

The Cougars trailed by four 
points with only two minutes re- 
maining when Fyffe hit a three- 
point basket to cut the lead to 
one. Dunn followed with a steal 
and hit both free throws after be- 
ing fouled to give Morgan the 
lead. Dunn hit two more free 
throws with under a minute to 
play to pad the lead and give the 
Cougars their third win of the 
season. 

Fyffe and Dunn combined for 
13 of the team’s 16 fourth period 
points. As a team, Morgan hit 
eight of 10 free throws in the fi- 
nal eight minutes, including five 
of six from Dunn.

Morgan County - 50 

A questionable no-call late in 
the fourth quarter dashed any 
hopes of a Cougar comeback as 
Morgan fell to Carroll County, 
55-50. 

Matthew Perry’s team trailed 
by three with two minutes re- 
maining when Mikie Fyffe drew 
hard contact on his way to the 
basket. But no whistle was blown 
on the play, resulting in Fyffe 
questioning the “no-call” by the 
baseline official. Fyffe was 
promptly given a technical foul 
by the referee, giving Carroll 
County two free throws and pos- 
session of the basketball. 

“That’s a tough break at the 
end of a close game,” said Cou- 
gar coach Matthew Perry. “Mikie 
took a hard hit and proceeded to 
tell the official, ‘You’ve got to 
call something one way or an- 
other.’ The referee’s response 
was to give Mikie a technical 
foul.” 

Perry believes the technical 
was unfair considering what had 
happened earlier in the game. 

“Carroll County had a player 
slam the ball to the floor after a 
whistle and the officials chose to 
overlook it,” said Perry. “If 
you’re not going to give a tech- 
nical in that situation, don’t give 



one on my player for what I con- 
sider a lesser offense. It’s a mat- 
ter of being fair. I understand 
Mikie ’s frustration because that 
was a defining moment in the 
game.”

They are both spe- 
cial. Sure wish I could see them 
more often. I have no trouble re- 
membering Joy’s age. She was 
born in October 1933. That is the 
year I met Wardie. I probably told 
the following before. Anyway 
she was a student at the Caney 
School when it burned in 1945. 
She said she saw me carrying out 
a new desk and just as I got out 
the door flames shot across the 
door. My Guardian Angel came 
to my rescue. One hundred chil- 
dren stood on the gorunds watch- 
ing the building go up in flames. 
The flag was lowered with flames 
surrounding it. We were all so 
disappointed. The Caney School 
was in great shape. Ova O. 
Haney, the superintendent, 
passed by and told the group we 
would be transferred to Cannel 
City. At that time Cannel City 
School wasn’t in too good a 
shape. Several years later Wardie 
became principal and he worked 
long hours reviving the old 
school. Now, it is closed. I just 
wonder what will happen to the 
building and grounds. I have 
many fond memories of Cannel 
City. I taught many years there. 
Now, I meet some of my former 
students— some I know and some 
I don’t. I often wish there could 
be a reunion of my former stu- 
dents. I am now 91 years old— 
not many teachers remain that 
taught in the one room schools 
with all eight grades. I taught two 
in Breathitt County (Clear Fork 
and Mudlick), and one in Mor- 
gan (Mussel Shoals). 

As stated before I am now 
reading “Breathitt County 
Memories”— a two volume set 
published by the Kentucky Ex- 
plorer with Charles Hayes as edi- 
tor. What great books they are 
and what great memories refresh 
my mind. I lived through the days 
and events that were discussed. 
Hopefully he will do Volume III. 
I would have much to contribute 
to another volume. I told Mary 
Stamper yesterday that I have all 
of the volumes of Kentucky Ex- 
plorer from start to finish. I know 
I am enjoying the big books that 
he published. 

Glenna Stamper called me and 
told me that she, Doug and 
Torrence planned to visit her 100 
year old great grandmother at the 
Sandy Hook Nursing Home. Just 
this morning I called her and she 
gave me the details. Her name is 
Pearl Lyons, daughter of Mont- 
gomery Osborne and Mary 
Adams She will be 101 March 



7, 2009. She is mentally o.k. but 
not physically. Several years ago 
she broke her hip and is bedfast. 
She is the only one living out of 
six. She is closely related to John 
and Crayton Adams. Glenna said 
she has six children who visit her 
often and take care of her needs. 

Yesterday Mary Stamper and 
I visited the Mount Moriah 
Church, near Royalton, where 
Elder Mike Slone is the pastor. 
We had a great day. 

My daughter, Deborah, is 
making rapid improvement after 
her recent knee surgery. She 
won’t be able to drive until she 
sees her doctor Jan. 14th. I have 
an appointment with my cardiolo- 
gist Jan. 12. As of now, I am much 
improved— have some trouble 
walking. 

I just talked to Arthur Dean 
Bach. He said he had been to the 
funeral of his aunt, Nettie Parks 
Mullins, whose funeral was held 
at Jenkins. She is the duaghter of 
Tom Walton and Daisey 
Dunnigan Walton. He said that as 
soon as possible Geraldine 
Benton’s grave would be taken 
care and that dirt would be added 
to a grave that was moved in the 
cemetery.
